AN OBELISE. 
Mehemet Ali’s Present to England---The 
Liability of a Prostrate Mass. 

The Egyptian correspondent of the London 
Times writes: An old friend of England, the 
obetisk presented to us by Mehemet Ali, has 
figured lately before the international tribuna Is 
of Egypt. Its present position is pretty well 
known to the English public. The sister ob e- 
lisk, Cleopatra’s Needle, is still upright, but 
the one that belongs to England lies buried in 


the sand, close to the sea, on the outskirts of 
the town of Alexandria. The terminus of a 
railway belonging toan English company is 
within a stone’s throw of the monument, it lies 
in front of the site of the Palace of the Cesars, 
which it once adorned; a quarter of a mile away 
the ancient Pharos used to light the way for the 
corn ships of Imperial Rome; bard by are palm- 
trees, shadowing the white dome and 
minaret of a Mohammedian- mosque. 
It is hard so picturesque an obelisk should 
get into legal troubl It os the land 
wherein it lies was made the subject of a free 
gift from a member of the Government of the 
last Viceroy to an Italian resident of Alexan- 
dria. The recipient at once sold the plot, which, 
having passed through several hands, is now in 
the possession of, a Greek, who proposed to 
build on the landa row of villas, overlooking 
the sea. But be found that the obelisk lies 
parallel to the water, and forms a formidable 
obstacle, seventy feet long, to the foundation of 
the projected houses. The Greek, therefore, 
called upon the Egyptian Government to re- 
move the monument. The Government re- 
lied that it belonged, not to pt, but to 
tngland. England, however, speaking through 
her Consul, would accept no liability for the 
prostrate mass. The Greek, therefore, brought 
an action against the Egyptian Government for 
having cumbered the land with a serious hin- 
drance to its utilization for building purposes, 
and claimed damages in the sum of £6,500. 
The Government repudiated all liability, and, 
after a®long argumeut, the Court decided in 
their favor. 
„This dispute has again called attention to 
our despised present. England’s obelisk stops 
the way; shall it be removed to the Thames em- 
bankment or broken up for building purposes? 
The question is simple, and the answer should 
be prompt if the monument is to be saved. Its 
hieroglyphies are in only tolerable „1 bg — 
but they are of the best period. It was hewn 
out of the rock and erected at Thebes when Se- 
sostris conquered the nations and the Israelites 
were in Egypt. it was brought down by river 
800 miles, and transported by land from the 
Canopic mouth 1,800 years ago, to adorn an im- 
perial palace; and yet in these days of machine- 
ry and steam navigation England hesitates to 
undertake its transport. A,leading shipping 
firm of Alexandria would put it up upon the 
Thames Embankment for £10,000. The obelisk 
in the Place de la Concorde, at Paris, cost eight 
times that sum. Although the obelisk form is 
not architecturally beautiful, and was probably 
only used in Egypt us a relief to the monoton- 
ous lines of a flat country, still this specimen 
has such historic interest that England will sure- 
ly not shrink from so small an outlay.”

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Another Democratic cancus was held in 
Washington last evening, and frantic efforts 
were made by the revolutionists to secure a 
reconsideration of the action of the caucus 
of last Saturday night, and adopt the policy 
of delay in order to defeat the Electoral 
count. Violent speeches were made in sup- 
port of such measures, and Barygy Caut- 
FIELD, who always contrives to have 
a hand in all sorts of foolishness, went 
so far as to seriougly propose that 
the House undertake to bring about 
a reconsideration of the action of the Joint 
Convention in counting the vote of Illinois ! 
It is needless to state that this eminently 

ic proposition was not adopted. The 
preponderance of the conservative element 
was so manifest that none of the measures 
of the extremists were pressed to a vote, 
and the caucus adjourned without having 
taken any action at variance with that of the 
previous meeting. 

We published yesterday a letter from Mr. 
Barn, of Douglas County, in this State, 
complaining that under the decisiow of the 
Supreme Court there is now no law in Mi- 
nois whereby there can be compulsory drain- 
age of low lands. He represent that a very 
large proportion of the land in the corn belt 
of this State is unproductive because it is not 
drained ; and, in the ce of a lav, there 
is no power to compel o of land to con- 
tribute towards drainage. We do not pretend 
to be able to point out how such a law ought 
to provide for the general drainage of low 
lands; the circumstances vary according to 
location, and what might be reasonable in 
‘one locality might be oppressive in others. 
It strikes us that this is a subject which the 
Legislature might properly commit to the 
authorities of the several counties, to be acted 
upon by the immediate representatives of the 
county in which the drainage is needed. 
These officers could best provide and arrange 
a system of benefits and injuries as between 
individuals and between the towns. There 
ought to be no more trouble in providing for 
drainage than for opening roads ; if drainage 
is needed, it is needed, as roads are, not only 
for private but for the public benefit and 
convenience. But when men will not volun- 
tarily unite in a needed improvement, there 
should be a power, lodged somewhere under 
proper guards and restraints, to compel an 
equitable contrihgtion by all parties in pro- 
portion to their respective benefits and share 
in the cost of the general improvement. 


AN INTERESTING —- CONTRADIC 


The Democratic newspapers nowadays 
work together as if under the dictation of 
some one controlling spirit. They are very 
much like a series of jumping-jacks manip- 
ulated by one string. The suggestion of a 
topic, or line of argument, or special political 
information will be found contemporaneously 
in the New York Sun, Cincinnati Enguirer, 
St. Louis Republican, Louisville Courier- 
Journal, Chicago Times, etc., and the 
smaller papers take their cue and follow in 
line. The latest theme of this co-operative 
newspaper plan on a political basis is the de- 
termined effort to make the counfty believe 
that Mr. Hayes is pledged to a conservative 
course toward the South, and that, to insure 
peace and home-rule in the Southern States, 
he has agreed to divide the Federal offices 
among what may be called the non-bulldozing 
Democrats. Just what the Democrats hope 
to gain by creating this impression, we do 
not know ; but that is their affair. 

We are told by a formidable array of Dem- 
O@atic newspapers and all at once that there 
is a little game to get control of the next 
Congress by the Republicans. This is the 
reason, the Democrats say, why prominent 
Republicans are urging President Grant not 
te recognize Pacxarp in Louisiana, but leave 


They intimate the there is a regular bargain 
and trade, whereby a certain number of the 
Southern Democratic members are to act 
with the Republicans in return for the rec- 
ognition of Nicuotis in Louisiana and Wapz 
Hampton in South Carolina. This looks a 
little as if there was an intention to bull- 
doze” the Southern members from 
the Democratic side, and that their 
trenchery to the party is assumed 
to prepare the way for applying the lash. 
These Democrats further inform us that 
Ham will call certain conservative South- 
erners to his Cabinet, and that he will dis- 
tribute the Federal patronage among the 
native whites without regard to party. We 
are also told that the ulterior and sinister 
purpose of all this is to break down the 
color-lind’in the South, and divide the white 
voters between the two parties. The Demo- 
cratic managers are forewarned of all these 
deep-laid plots, and cautioned to resort to 
every possible deviee in the way of organiz- 
ing the next Congress that will enable the 
party to retain the three or four Democratic 
majority which it is supposd, but not yet 
certain, the next Congress will contain. 
We should think from the way in which 
the Democratic newspapers put forth all this 
startling information that they regard the 
project which they accredit to Mr. Hayzs as 
little less than a heinous crime. Yet, ever 
since the War, the strongest opposition the 
Democrats have made to the Republican 
party has been based upon the alleged un- 
fairness of the Government in its treatment 
of the Southern people. If Mr. Hayes is in- 
clined tg adopt a more lenient policy toward 
the South, and give the native whites of the 


South a fair opportunity for manag- 
ing their own political affairs with- 
out the interference of the carpet- 


bag politicians, how can the Democrats 
consistently condemn the procedure? As 
suming all that they say in this matter to be 
true, how can they criticise it? Orare we 
to conclude that all the Democratic jeremi- 
ads over a stricken South which we havé 
witnessed these many years were merely 
crocodile tears shed for the benefit of the 
Democratic party? Was there no real sym- 
pathy among the Democrats of the North 
with the alleged suffering of their Southern 
alles? Would the Northern Democrats pre- 
fer to have the ills of the Sonth continued 
under a Republican Administration in order 
that the Democratic party may gain possibly 
a partisan advantage either in the organiza- 
tion of the next House or otherwise? Is a 
Solid South to be used merely as a lever to 
lift Northern Democratic politicians into of- 
fice at some future time? Do the Demo- 
crats desire that the interests of Civil- 
Service Reform, of peace and harmony in the 
polities of the Southern States, and of restored 

t the count#, shall be 
further ignored and defeated in order to fur- 
nish the Democrats with a battle-cry? If 
this is ther notion, it is not unlikely that

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vantages than obstinately bear hat ills they 
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may have for the future and necessarily 
doubtful benefit of the extreme Democrats 
at the North. If the professed interest of 
the Northern Democrats in the South is sim- 
ply selfish, the Southern people can sc el 
be blamed for prefs ready advantages 
to advantages that are merely conditional 
upon the success of the Democratic party.

THE BABY SHOW. 

At noon yesterday 118 blessed bales, ac- 
companied by 118 fond and proud mothers, 
118 bottles of soothing syrup, 118 rubber 
rings, and 118 rattles, and eight pairs of 
twins, with an equal partnership in the ring 
and rattle business, were uvloaded at the 
Exposition Building and placed in cribs, 
cradles, and baby-jumpers, to the astonish- 
ment of the Shanghais, Brahmas, Dorkings, 
and Bantams, who had previously had the 
building to themselves. The feathered bi- 
peds greeted the featherless ones with a pot- 
pourri of cackle and crow of a deafening 
description, objurgatory, angry, and defiant 
at this invasion of their privileges, which 
was answered by goos and chuckles, squalls 
and crows from 118 throats, which years 
hence may thunder from forums, warble on 
the concert-boards, warn from pulpits, cry 
charcoal, or holler ‘‘ fee-yish.” The chick- 
ens, geese, turkeys, ducks, steam hen, babies 
and all, are now on exhibition, and the dwn- 
ers of the poultry and the babies will anx- 
iously await the awarding of the prizes. 

It will always be an open question—the 
dignity or good taste in setting up babies for 
competitive exhibition. It is also questiona- 
ble whether it is well to send a male or 
female baby up into manhood or woman- 
hood with the reputation of having been a 
prize baby or of ‘having failed to take A 
prize in competition with other babies. 
Prize babies rarely make prize men, just as 
youthful prodigies turn out adult pigmies, 
and university men make their last speeches 
in theimvaledictories and are never heard of 
again. We conceive that prize cattle 
and pigs might be sought after for the ex- 4 
cellence of their beef and pork, but as a 
rule babies are not available for this purpose, 
except among the anthropophagi. The 
show, nevertheless, is a pretty one. There 
are fat babies, handsome babies, chubby 
babies, dimpled babies, rosy babies, and 
babies too pretty for anything. Ontside of 
the Exposition Building there are babies and 
then there are babies, but inside the building 
there are no babies of the other sort, - none of 
the squalling, sprawling, flabby, damp, un- 
pleasant dumplings of flesh that abound in 
so many places. The Exposition collection 
is a thing of beauty and a joy for two whole 
days. To one reflecting upon these winking, 
blinking bits of humanity there is but one 
damper, and that is the fact that 118 
mothers are necessary to these 118 babies, 
and that each one of these 118 mothers 
is convinced to a physical, moral, and re- 
ligious certainty that the fractional part of 
the show for which she is responsible is the 
handsomest, smartest, and best-behaved 
young one that exists in the civilized world, 
and that-the other 117 might be sewed up 
in a sack and dumped off the breakwater 
without any loss to the world in the mat- 
ter of prospective personal beauty or in- 
tellectual progress. This is the saddest 
feature of the exhibition; nevertheless, the 
show is instructive, fascinating, and con- 
soling. Itis refreshing to look upon 118 
persons,—among them, perhaps, future Presi- 
dents, Senators, preachers, actors, and 
singers, who do not care a whit whether 
Hayes or Ino is President, or whether 
any one fills the Executive Chair, provided 
they can draw their lacteal rations; who are 
not interested in real estate, and have no 
mortgages coming due or foreclosed; who 
take no stock in the quarrels between Turkey 
and Russia; who read neither Taz Trrscnz, 
the Times, nor even the Journal, who are 
not yet addicted to the fashions; who have 
no conventionalities ; who don't carry night- 
keys, and neither swear nor smoke; who 
never flirt nor gossip. Happy beings, not 
yet aware of chicken-pox, measles, scariet- 
fever, taxes, pew-rents, mothers-in-law, 
next-day headaches, State Prisons, and other 
unpleasant necessities of this world. Go 
and see them, and find consolation for all 
the ills of life. 
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ASSASSINATION AS A POLITICAL REMEDY. 

There is a general expression of horror 
and disgust by all parties at Washington for 
the scandalous appeal by the Washington 
paper for the assassination of President 
Hares. That the infamous character of the 
suggestion may be seen, we reproduce the 
paragraph, which was as follows : 

If a man [Hares] thus returned to power can 
ride in safety grom the Executive Mansion to the 
Capitol to be ipangurated, we are fitted for the 
slavery that will follow the inauguration. We do 
not believe the people of the United States ure of! 
this servile sort. We do not believe that they 
prepared, without a blow, to part with their hard- 
earned, blood-stained possessions. Notice is now 
served on the citizens of Louisiana and South 
Carolina that they must care for themselves. How 
soon lamp-poste Will bear fruit is for them to say. 
To the people of the North and West notice is 
given that bondholders and lies may fatten 
securely. that a shrinkage of values is now in 
order. If there is law for fraud, there is reason 
for violence, and to that we make our last appeal. 

This appeal for violence, coupled with 
the suggestion that the country will be fitted 
for slavery if Haus be not assassinated on 
his way to be inaugurated, betrays a malig- 
nity that rarely finds expression. The men 
who think, devise, and wish for these things 
generally are silent, and give public 
expression to their feelings. e Washing- 
ton Capital has been published at Washing- 
ton for some years. It is a weekly paper, 
published on Sunday, and representing the 
extremist Democratic opinions. It has united 
blackmailing with lobbying. Its silence or 
its advocacy were for sale. It was in the 
service of any job that would pay. It was 
commended to the Democracy because of its 
libels on all Republicans from the highest to 
the lowest; nothing was too vile for its 
columns, if directed against Republicans, or 
their wives and families. Politically it was 
directly associated with the Cincinnati gang, 
who were enlisted for Torx in the hope of 
plunder. In no part of the country will the 
defeat of TMD be so mourned as in the 
neighborhoods of Cincinnati and Indian- 
apolis. In those localities TDI before his 
nomination was denounced by the Demo- 
cratic managers more fiercely than he was at 
any time during the campaign, There was 
no epithet too vile to be applied to him. In 
his election, however, there was a promise 
that these former enemies be rewarded 
by spoils and by opportunities plunder, 
Of course, Dots Piatt, of the Washington 
Capital, was to share in the profits of 
Democratic mine. The defeat of 


presses the views entertained „L- 
of men less eduoated and more than 
himself. He represents that vicious senti- 
ment of false principle which inspired 
Boors, and which has rendered his name 
infamous all over the earth. That this man 
utters the sentiment of the mass of the 
Democratic party is not to be believed. As- 
sassination for any canse has not yet found 
any recognition among the American people. 
Its open advocacy will be treated as hardly 
less infamous than the actual crime, and the 
man who proposes it deserves to be, as he 
unquestionably will be, denounced as gen- 
erally as if he had actually attempted the 
crime he recommends. ‘This man Piarr is 
an Ohioan, who is personally acquainted with 
Gov. Harzs. He knows that, from the date 
of the nomination to the present day. Gov. 
Hayes has not, by word or deed, in any man- 
ner however remote, sought to infinence the 
election or to control the counting of the 
votes, but has maintained a most dignified 
and honorable silence. His conduct has 
been in brilliant contrast with that of Mr. 
Titpey. During Gov. Hares’ long public serv- 
ice in Ohio not a word of personal discredit 
has ever been breathed against him, even in 
the most excited political contests, and 
that the suggestion that he be assassinated, 
and that by violence his election be de- 
feated, should come from an Ohio man, 
only serves to show tae depth of malice pro- 
duced by the defeat of the professional cor- 
ruptionists. It is proper that this threat of 
assassination should be properly branded by 
the whole country, lest it become familiar 


and eventually become part of the sirategy 
of American politics. 


SENATOR BLAINE’S MISTAKE. 

Senator BLalxx was among those Repub- 
licans who voted against the proposition for 
an Electoral Commission to determine the 
Presidential controversy. Now that the Ar- 
bitration has virtually resulted in favor of 
Hayes, there is evidently some disposi- 
tion among his associates who favored 
the. scheme to remind Mr. Bram that 
he was weak of faith, and that the re- 
salt has been just what they anticipated in 
supporting the Electoral bill. Bat Mr. 
Bram, with the natural disinclination of 
the bverage man to acknowledge an error, 
maintains that he was right nevertheless, 
and is reported as saying: 

I still adhere to my first impression about the 
bill. A mach better plan of settlement would have 
been to pass a bill giving the defeated candidate 
the right to bring a quo werraate suit im the Su- 
preme Court, aud requiring the Court to decide 
the case within thirty days. With suchalaw we 
could have gone on in the old constitutional way 
to open and count the vote. The decision of the 
Court would have carried far greater weight with 
the people than will that of the Commission. 

It is charitable to assume that Mr. Brarne 
has given this opinion hastily and without 
proper consideration, for it will not stand 
the test of analysis. To begin with, who 
was to determine which one should be the 
‘* defeated candidate” to appeal to the Su- 
preme Court? This was the vital point in 
the controversy. Had there been a clearly 
lawful way for awarding the Presidency to 
either candidate, no such law as Mr. Bram 
speaks of could have been passed, because 
the successful party would not have agreed 
to it. If the Constitution had vested the 
President of the Senate with the authority 
to count the vote, the Republicans would 
have rested there, and it would have been 
dificult to persuade them to pass a 
law giving Mr. Tum special facilities 
for bringing the matter before the Supreme 
Court in a gue warranto proceeding. On 
the other hand, if the Constitution clearly 
authorized the House to throw out enough 
votes to defeat an el tion, and then choose 
Mr. Tom President, the Democrats would 
have refused bluntly to pass a law for the 
benefit of Mr. Hares in contesting the re- 
sult. But, in the absence of any unequivocal 
lodgment of the power to count the vote, 
the passage of such a law as Mr. Buaine sug- 
gests would not have helped the situation in 
the least. The original award of the office 
would have still boen indeterminate. The 
Senate, we will say, would have proceeded 
through its presiding officer to declare Harzs 
elected; then Harzs would not have been 
the defeated candidate. But the House 
would have asserted its assumed right to re- 
ject the votes of Florida and Louisiana, 
would then have declared a non-election, and 
would have chosen Tron by a vote of 
the State delegations as provided by the 
Constitution in case of a failure to 
elect; then Torn would not have 
been the defeated candidate. Which one of 
the two candidates, then, would have brought 
the guo warranto suit of which Mr. Bam 
talks? Both would be claimants to the 
actual possession of the office, and for either 
to proceed with a writ of quo warranto 
would be to acknowledge that his contestant 
had actual possession. Thus it is apparent 
that Mr. Buarxe’s suggestion in no wise met 
the real difficulties of the situation, which 
would then have been as perplexing and 
dangerous as before. 

Aside from this vital objection to Mr. 
BLalxz's suggestion, there were other objec- 
tions scarcely less serious. A gue warranto 
proceeding, limited by law to thirty days, 
would have manifestly done one of the can- 
didates an injustice, if it had been decided 
that the Court had any authority to 
go back of the returns. Merely going 
back of the returns would not neces- 
sarily have resulted in electing Mr. 
Titpey, for then it would have 
become necessary to analyze the popular 
vote in the disputed States, and determine by 
evidence which of the two candidates had 
received a majority of the honest, lawful 
votes. To have done this thoroughly and 
impartially would have required rather thirty 
weeks than thirty days, and not to have done 
it thoroughly and fairly wonld have been to 
leave the people more dissatisfied than ever. 
Nor could there have been a reference of the 
controversy to the Supreme Court, even if it 
were possible to indyce either party to ac- 
knowledge itself as defeated, without bring- 
ing that tribunal, as such, into a political 
squabble’; and theirdecision, no matter what 
it might have been, would have been charae- 
terized by the defeated party as partisan or 
corrupt. The American people cannot 
afford to have the highest indicial 
body in the land denounced by nearly 
one-half the population for giving 4 
decision from impre motives. It was 
a very different matter to take five 
of the Justices, and associate them in their 
individual capacity with five Congressmen of 
either party m a Special Commission to de- 
‘termine this single question. Finally, this 
Commission lawfully awards the Presidency 
to one or the other of the contestants, and 
the law authorizing it expressly reserves to 
the defeated candidate any rights he may 
have at common law to test its decision by a 
quo warranto against the man in possession. 

Mr. Buainxz’s explanation of the reason he 
voted against the Electoral bill is feeble. 4 
much more plausible explanation is that Mr. 
Bram was confident his negativ@ vote would 
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not defeat it. It is an axiom of party poli-
